Recently, JoAnn McCartney, of 
COARSE (a diversion program for 
women charged with prostitution- 
related offenses) said that “women 
on the street will only be safe if they 
don’t go anywhere with a customer. 
If they’re in, for example, a house, 
the customer comes to the house, the 
act happens in the house and there’s 
other people there all the time. 
That's fine, but the federal govern- 
ment says that’s a common bawdy 
house and it's illegal.” 

For that matter, anyone caught in 
a bawdy house (even the maid or 
the casual visitor) can be charged 
with “being an inmate of a bawdy 
house.” Bawdy house owners are 
vulnerable to other prostitution- 
related charges. 

Toronto and Vancouver, some 
years ago, clamped down on erotic 
massage parlors and body-rub par- 
lors but, to their chagrin, the sex- 
workers hit the streets in droves. 
Humiliated by the results, police

forces across the country changed 
their policy, unofficially, and only 
investigate brothels upon receiving a 
complaint. 

One such trial caught the local 
media's attention after three prosti- 
tutes filed a grievance with the 
Edmonton Police Service. Following 
an investigation, Hedder June 
Brown was charged with several 
prostitution-related charges, and 
was ultimately found guilty of run-

Biases and omissions a staple of both 
American and Arab war coverage 


BEIRUT, LEBANON — TO FULLY 
understand this war and its conse- 
quences, it’s necessary to watch both 
Arab and American television. 

For different reasons, Arab and 
American broadcasters provide a 
distorted, incomplete picture of the 
war in Iraq — while accurately 
reflecting emotional and political 
sentiments on both sides. 

Every day I scan through 20 dif- 
ferent Arab and American TV ser- 
vices. This is a painful exercise, 
because the business of reporting 
and interpreting the serious news of 
war has been transformed into a 
mishmash of emotional cheerlead- 
ing, expressions of primordial

You see and 
hear it in the tone of most anchors 
and hosts; the endless showcasing of 
America’s weapons technology, the 
preponderance of ex-military men 
and women guests; the choice to 
rarely show Iraqi civilian casualties, 
but highlight U.S. troops’ humani- 
tarian assistance to Iraqis; ancl 
reporters’ and hosts’ use of value- 
laden and simplistic expressions like 
“the good guys” to refer to 
American troops 

The most unfortunate and protes- 

sionally disgraceful aspect of U.S. 
television coverage, in my view, has 
been the widespread double 
assumption that Iraqis would offer 
no resistance and would welcome 
the American army with open arms. 
Some Iraqis wiil surely do so, but 
most people in this region now see 
the Americans as an invading force 
that will become an o¢cupying force. 
The American media reflect wide-

Two days ago, I better understood 
the need to see images from both 
sides. Arab television stations 
showed pictures of dead and cap- 
tured American troops, many of 
which were eventually shown on 
American television. But Arab chan- 
nels the same day also showed a 
horrifying picture that did not get 
into American TV: a small Iraqi child 
who had died during an American 
attack, with the back of the child's 
skull and head missing. The picture 
was as gut-wrenching and disgust- 
ing to Arabs as the pictures of the 
dead Americans were to Americans. 

You had to see both images simul- 
taneously that day to fully grasp the 
three most important dimensions of 
this conflict, in my view: one, the ter- 
rible tragedy of human loss and suf- 
fering on both sides; two, that this 
was a deliberately chosen American 
war that could and should have 
been avoided; and, finally, that we 
have only started to witness the 
human, economic, and political costs 
that will be paid by many people 
and countries before this adventure 
plays itself out. 

If you're getting your news and 
views from either Arab or American 
television, you're getting only half 
the story.

opened at the Jane Street Theatre on 
Valentine's Day. The successes of the 
subsequent stage productions are 
due in large part to the freedom 
granted by Mitchells allowing for 
adaptation of the script. For Scholar 
Jr. this means “writing our own gags 
with local, timely references that _ 
mean something here and now at 
the Roxy in 2003. This also allows us 
to improvise using what Mump and 
Smoot call the ‘gifts from the gods’ 

— to play with whatever comes our 
way. Brad has been an amazing gold 
digger finding the heart of the story.

close to him, quite simply, according 
to OReilly, Baker “absolutely loved 
getting high.

The design is pure glam, the 
humour ribald, the tone high camp 
yet Hedwig and the Angry Inch 
wouldn't be the cult favourite it is 
without tasty doses of pathos laced 
in the tatty ursine bodies of chewy 
Gummi Baerchen. “The taste is com- 
pletely different... yet somehow 
familiar. It is much sweeter, and soft- 
er too. Its little Gummi body stretch- 
es on the rack of my molars. Wow, I 
feel so optimistic.” 

Hedwig’s quest for soulful com- 
pletion (after being dumped by the 
now famous rock star Tommy 
Gnosis) is full of smoky, post-climac- 
tic anticipation. Once the Berlin Wall 
has come down and the cold war's 
done like dinner, where is the next 
party purge destination for 
Capitalism? 

For Scholar Jr., Hedwig and the 
Angry Inch is something of a “bipolar 
show. These biting criticisms and 
self-aware jokes are through the 
roof, but it’s all built on top of great, 
great pain.

Ouchi's play tells the melancholic 
tale of an 18th century un-named 
woman (played with utmost subtle- 
ty by Ouchi herself) taking violin 
lessons from a deeply bitter Vivaldi 
(portrayed with great veracity by 
Ashley Wright). 

The womans lessons arise from a 
nasty bet on her husband's part 
commanding her to perform at 
court. In effect, she faces suicide by 
courtly embarrassment if she fails to 
perform adequately in front of the 
cutthroat, tall-wigged, highborn 
Versailles set. 

She’s well-matched by Vivaldi, a 
composer and virtuoso who was 
once rock-star popular as a compos- 
er but is steadily fading from high- 
society fashion and struggling to 
raise commissions. 

This deft parallel is the start of an 
engaging set of deconstructions on 
Ouchi's part, tracing down the 
source-waters of artistic inspiration 
and the myth of artistic suffering 
(ie., the normalcy / romance of artis- 
tic poverty) alongside the myths sur- 
rounding romantic love and wifely 
devotion. 

In effect, while their myriad cages 
may be beautifully gilded (ie., the 
various traps of gender, art, religion, 
courtly life, and even reason itself), 
this aesthetic splendour doesn’t ease 
the burden of imprisonment that 
plague both the woman and Vivaldi 

Not to imply that these social con- 
| _ straints are the Bastille either. Case in 
point: the woman's ambiguous 
situation is perfectly reflected by her 
obvious affection towards the stern 
mathematical purity of her rational- 
ly-oriented garden, wonderfully and 
minimally brought to life in the 
designs of Scott Reid 

Yup, the Spock-like enlighten- 
ment-era grounds-keeping theories 
might be a bit constraining, but they

MIEKO OUCHI GETS FULL POINTS 
for authorial ambition and theatrical 
audacity in her sublime play The Red 
Priest (Eight Ways to Say Goodbye). 

It takes a skillful hand to weave 
the life and music of Antonio 
Vivaldi together with eloquent med- 
itations on love, devotion, art and 
reason into a dramatically powerful 
and emotionally satisfying work, but 
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unbridled passion all garden spaces 
have boasted since the dawn of con- 
tained greenery. (Heck, asa 
metaphor you really can’t ask for 
better, especially as a stand-in for the 
human desire for perfection and 
spiritual /artistic betterment.) 

Same deal with the courtly bow- 
ing and scraping Ouchi’s Vivaldi 
finds himself undertaking in the 
support of his art. Humiliating and 
confining yes, but still allowing him 
the freedom to write 900 works 
including operas, sonatas and con- 
certi grossi such as “The Four 
Seasons”.

Befitting the conversational canon 
of the era and the education of the 
play‘s characters, Ouchi has built in 
classical references aplenty, but 
never to the end of Showing off or 
being obscure. Citations are trans- 
parent and poetic flourishes advance 
the action. 

Textual prowess aside, a huge 
chunk of my enjoyment of this pro- 
duction has to do with the out-and- 
out brilliance and energy of the two 
performances. 

Ouchi’s playing (both as an actor 
and as a violinist) betrays a great 
depth of intensity and was informed 
by a dark romanticism that allowed 
her to skirt the trap of easy senti- 
mentality. 

I was also again blown away by 
Wright's endless energy and his bril- 
liant mix of sarcasm and pathos in 
the creation of the volatile type-A 
creative type that was Vivaldi. 

Full points also to Ron Jenkins for 
a delightfully paced and spot-on 
direction. I was especially delighted 
by his ability to make work the dar- 
ing, albeit theatrically daunting, 
cross-conversations / counter-point 
monologues that open the play

Bill 
Minsky, 24, co-wrote, shot and 
directed this 80-minute dark com- 
edy while working at his day job 
at Video Duplicators as a video 
editor. 

The movie is a well-made story 
about a couple (Josh Dean and 
Belinda Cornish) who hijack two 
tankfuls of gasoline destined for 
farm equipment, the fabled “pur- 
ple gas,” which they hope to “de- 
purpulate” to sell and use illegally. 

Making a film is an ambitious 
project, but for Minsky and his 
Cactus Earl posse it’s bit off and

can do to stop them now. The 
results? It looks great, aside from 
the usual low-budget stumbles or 
the occasional oddly-delivered line 
or ill-fitting costume. In any case, 
they have a lot of cars, and there 
are quite a few memorable shots. 

Shooting, directing and editing 
(“and stunt driving, and gripping, 
and ear construction, and sound 
recording”) his own work gives 
Minsky control of the final prod 
uct, but with a cost. “It’s tiring!” he 
says, his voice weary. “Yeah, I’ve 
spent every spare moment since 
June of last year working on it. I 
think we even started pre-produc- 
tion in May, so it’s been almost a 
year.” 

Aside from a short stint at an 
intensive film course in L.A., he’s 
self-taught. “I just learned how to 
do stuff through freelancing; my 
boss is a friend of my uncle's, so I 
asked for a job there.” 

Does the movie-making gene 
run in the family? “Not really. 
Although I learned a lot from 
being around my Uncle Dana.’ 

Uncle Dana is none other than 
Dana Andersen, Second City 
alumnus and longtime fixture in 
the Edmonton theatre and film 
scene. He is the executive produc- 
er and plays the enigmatic 









“Regulator” in his nephew's 
movie. But Andersen had his hand 
in this project since he was not 
much younger than Minsky. “The 
opening is old Super 8 that Uncle 
Dana had shot in high school. He 
created the characters, and it just 
looks great.” 

Minsky came to film through his 
involvement with improv, mostly 
with the Rapid Fire group. “Ever 
since I was a kid, I took improv 
workshops with my uncle.’ 
Moving from improv to film was a 
matter of doing what he knew 
best... and calling on his improvi- 
sational pals. “I’m knee deep with 
those boys, and when I started 
doing film, it kind of made sense 
to put those guys on screen.” 

And naturally, he draws from 
his improv background in the 
writing process. In fact, most of 
the dialogue was scripted on-cam-

Sometimes he 
sticks to the outdated Frank-Capra- 
style little-guy-against-the-system 
clichés, at other times he’s viciously 
mocking them. Then he'll set himself 
up to do stand-up bits, or whatever 


might work for the moment. In doing 


so, supporting cast members get 
somewhat neglected, particularly 
Bernie Mac —a funny dude who 
seems forced to restrain himself as 
Rock's sidekick. 

The film also contradicts much of 
its politics. For example, if May is the 
so-called “everyman” representing 


the average neglected American, why 


does he only get popular after trick- 
ing himself out like P. Diddy? 
When the comedian targets the 
real contradictions and problems 
with the American Way, the film is 
actually quite funny. “What kind of 
drug policy makes crack and heroin 


cost less than asthma medicine?” and 


“Who has to work two jobs just so 
they can be broke?” are pointed and 
valid questions. 

Some of the best stuff is more sub- 
tle, like his rival’s slogan: “God bless 
América, and nowhere else.” Even 
some of the simple sight gags are 
hilarious, like May’s imagining that 


being president means being shot at a

ONE OF THE RITES OF PASSAGE FOR 
diehard music fans living in 
Edmonton is the sometimes neces- 
sary 15-hour trek to the “big cities” 
in order to see their favorite bands 
play. However, when a prospect 
came up for the members of the 
newly formed Film Stills to see their 
indie-pop heroes in Seattle, they 
decided to take a different approach, 
saving some money on gas in the 
process. 

“We were all planning to go to 
Seattle to see Boyracer, which was 


exciting enough,” says

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vocalist / ivory tickler (and SEE 
music columnist) Thea Varvis. “But 
to have them come to Edmonton 
and let us open up for them is so 
crazy.” 

Instead of clocking kilometers all 
the way to the Pacific Northwest, 
guitarist Rich Dimitriou decided to 
give Boyracer frontman Stuart 
Anderson a call about hooking up 
for a show here in the River City. 
When Anderson said yes, Dimitriou, 
Varvis, bassist Kyle Bjornson and 
drummer Chris Webster happily 
unpacked their bags.

KAZZER WAS A BIG DEAL BEFORE 
anybody even knew who he was — 
in the months preceding the release 
of his first CD, Pedal to the Metal, he 
was already on a Canada-wide tour 
to promote his brand of good-time 
rock & hip-hop. 

Before the hype, though, Kazzer 
was simply known as Mark 
Kasprzyk, a kid from Binbrook, 
Ontario with a passion for break- 
dancing. “I went to school in anoth- 
er small town across from Hamilton 
and there's a bit of a hip hop scene 
there,” he explains. “I started break- 
ing on my own—I guess I'd proba- 
bly seen it on TV a bit. So, me and 
the guys would go to dances and 
start breaking old school. When 
everyone got inte the ‘Running 
Man’ and the ‘Roger Rabbit’ we 
kept break dancing. I guess we 
werent cool, but we loved break- 
ing. And breaking exposed me to 
hip-hop and the rest of the culture: 
rapping and graffiti and DJing and 
all the fine things that go on with 
hip-hop.” 

Cool or not, Kazzer doesn’t see 
anything strange about a white 
Canadian kid picking up an art so 
deeply rooted in African American 
culture. “It’s universal,” he says. 
“You know, Swedish guys are rap- 
ping. You go to China and they're 
so into hip-hop there and Japan has 
a great B-Boy scene. Germany is just 
massively into hip-hop. I think peo- 
ple accept it and people can listen 
now. I can go on stage and people 
don’t go like, ‘oh, another white 
guy rapping, forget it.’ They'll give 
me the time of day. Then it’s up to 
me whether I suck or not.” 

But there’s another component to 
the 26-year-old’s music — the rock 
side — and according to him that’s 
just as important as the beats. “I’m 
more of a song guy, you know? 
Growing up I listened to everything 
because I had an older brother who 
listened to a lot of rock and my old 
man listened to a lot of blues,” he 
explains. “So I had influences like 





bands you respect sounds like the 
best of both worlds for the Stills, but 
there is an even deeper motivation 
for putting on this show. Dimitriou 
sees Edmonton as a place where 
music fans shouldn’t have to drive 
1500 km to watch the bands they 
love.

The constant touring means Eaglesmith writes songs 
whenever and wherever motivation hits. He terms his 
songwriting style as “contrived spontaneity.” He 
explains, “I think I’ve been doing it so long that I can't 
say I don’t know how to do it. But when I get inspired to 
write a song, then I can put some craft to it. So itis a little 
contrived. I wish it wasn’t, but itis.” 

Eaglesmith’s new CD, Balin, was written ina mad 
rush of inspiration that resulted in 20 songs after two or 
three weeks. And inspiration comes from all kinds of 
places: “What's really turning my crank these days are 
the weird guys, like the guys with the spaceships in the 
backyard. ‘Cause I think its really time that everybody 
got a spaceship in their backyard, you know?” 

Eaglesmith’s eleventh CD is a bluegrass album that he 
likens to the work he was producing in the ‘80s and early 
‘90s. However, it will only be available at shows and 
from Eaglesmith’s online store. “I’m just not very com- 
fortable with the whole music business right now,” he 
explains. “And we're finding that we can hardly keep up 
just with selling off our Internet site and our shows as it 
is, we sold out the first pressing within weeks.” 

Eaglesmith once was quoted as saying that he lived 
like a rock star without the fame. Considering fame is of 
no importance to him, things have worked out really 
well. “I do what I want, [have enough money, I live fab- 
ulous, I just live fabulous. But I’m just not very famous... 
I just don’t want any part of that world at all. So, conse- 
quently, I don’t do things that will make me popular. I 
say what I think and it gets me in trouble and that’s 
fine.”

I don’t have his number 
anymore, so I couldn't invite him 
along on this little stroll along the gur- 
gling gutters of Memory Lane. And 
so it was alone that I would commem-

And is 
it true that if a woman has intercourse with 
two different men, the second man’s sperm 
kills the first man’s sperm?

First guy’s sperm: “Hey, what the fuck do 
you think you're doing here? | was here 
first!” 

Second guy's sperm: “Oh yeah? Well just 
because you got here first, don’t think | 
won't kick your ass!

Sorry, but sperm aren't like guys. They're 
not gonna fight over the same women 
They're just happy to be in a nice, cozy vagi- 
na. The most you can hope for is a swim- 
ming competition to see which of the 40 to 
600 million little buggers (the average sperm 
count per ejaculation) reaches the egg first 
And that first guy got a head start. 

While sperm do indeed live up to 72 
hours, a woman can only get pregnant if 
there’s an egg waiting when the sperm 
reaches its final destination. Women release 
one egg per month in the middle of the men- 
strual cycle and it lives about 48 hours. 













Based on a 28-day cycle, if you have inter- 
course on day 12, and ovulate on day 14, 
you can get pregnant.
